A case which has caused considerable 
interest here was taken up yesterday and 
is on trial at the present writing, wherein 
a young man well connected is charged 
with burglary. 
He is indicted for taking 
a tub of butter from Andy Harding’s milk 
house, near North Dixon. 
We refer to 
the case of the people against George 
Shoemaker now before our circuit court. 
The defendant’s father, who is one of the 
early settlers here, and an honest, up­ 
right citizen, much respected by every 
body, has the sympathy of ull his neig h­ 
bors in this sad misfortune—for that is 
what it is to him. 
He, of course, will do 
wliut he can for the boy, and he watche9 
the course of the evidence In court hour 
after hour with u sad heart; and appears 
to be, and without doubt is, more inter 
ested than the defendant in the case. 
Why it is that the good and true and in­ 
nocent should so suffer for the acts of the 
guilty is beyond the power of man to 
comprehend. 
There is such a mystery 
surrounding the case that we give quite 
an extensive report of the evidence. 
It 
is unfortunate for the defendant that the 
law s of this State designates the breaking 
into about any sort of a house an act of 
burglary. 
States attorney Morrison is 
conducting the. case for the People and 
J udge Fan and for the defendant. George 
Shoemaker is one of the good lookiDg, 
well dressed young men of our city, who 
pay more attention to appearance than to 
Work. 
He took the butter lo Mrs. Pres­ 
ton’s house. 
lie was at that time keeping 
company with the widow’s daughter, 
Mary. 
THE EVIDENCE. 
Clarence Harding testified: 
I live a 
mile and a half north of Dixon at my 
father’s house; his name was Andrew L. 
Harding. 
On the 22nd or 23rd day of D e­ 
cember, 1886k there was a tub of butter 
silting in the ki’ ffien, or back room, of 
our house, near the door, between the 
kitchen and dinning room; the tub held 
about sixty-five pounds of butter when it 
was full. 
I%aw it between four and six 
o’clock in the afternoon; in the evening 1 
wcist there about Dine o clock and the 
butter was gone. 
The fair maiket value 
of that butter at that time was twenty- 
two or twenty-three cents. 
We received 
twenty-five cents for it at the tlmo-and it 
cost about three cents commission and 
freight to market it. 
Sheriff Woodyatt next took the witness 
stand and told thecircumstancesconnect- 
ed with the finding of a tub of butter at 
Mrs. Preston’9 house the next morning 
and the arrest of Shoemaker at the same 
place. 
Mr. Woodyatt also testified that 
defendant told him he was going to plead 
guilty; that he would in that way get a 
lighter sentence than he would by stand­ 
ing trial. 
Charles Preston, a boy seventeen years 
of age, was called and testified to the fact 
that defendant brought a tub of butter to 
the house of his mother, and said he got 
it in the wood shanty or summer kitchen 
at Mr. Hardings. Charlie became exceed­ 
ingly nervous on cross oxem;nation and 
contradicted himself somewhat, and was 
in fact very uncertain as to just what he 
wanted to tell about the affair. 
Mrs. J ennie Preston, the mother of the 
last witness, testified .to defendant’s lcav 
iiig the butter at her house at about eight 
o’clock in the evening. 
Witness then 
stated that she learned from Shoemaker 
the same evening that he h^d stolen tie 
butter; that she was sick abed and scarce­ 
ly able to converse; that defendant said 
“ He had revenge on Ilarding, 
and he 
thought that would be a way to take it 
out.” 
May Presto n t'•stilled: 
Was nineteen 
y ears of age last J une. 
Tne lady who 
ju st left the stand is my mo ther; am ac­ 
q u ainted with George Sho emaker, the 
defendant. 
I was in the jed and saw him 
two times at least, and 1 do n't kno w bu t 
three. 
At o ne time he to ld me that the 
bu tter was o u t do o rs when he to o k 
it, and 
he wanted me to swear that it was o u t 
do o rs. 
I to ld lru i 1 eo u ld swear that he 
said it was o u t do o rs; bu t I d 'd r/t sie the 
bu tter o u t there. 
The vigorous cross examination of Miss 
Preston by J udge Farrand, attorney for 
the defence, caused considerable merri­ 
ment in the court room. 
The witness 
testified 'hat the tub of butter was taken 
up stairs when defendant brought it to 
her mother’s house. 
Q u e s t io n W h o took it there? now. 
just tell us Mary, who took it up stairs? 
Answer:—I don’t know. 
If I knew I 
would tell you. 
I don’t remember. 
It 
must have been George, though. 
Q. 
You wouldn’t say that Charlie 
didn't take it up stairs, would you, Mary? 


A. 
Yes sir, I would say that Charlie 
didn’t. 
It was placed in the closet when 
it got up t i n re. 
It wa s taken up there to 
bide it. 
Had been keeping company 
with the defendant for quite awhile; until 
about five weeks ago. 
Q. 
Did anybody carry a light up stairs 
that night when the butter was being 
taken up, Mary? 
A. 
There must have a light gone up. 
Q. 
Well, do you know who carried it? 
A. 
Yes sir, I presume I did. 
Q. 
Well, who was right behind you? 
A. ,1 don’t know. 
I don’t know who 
was ahead of me. 
Q. 
Well, wasn’t you leading the pro­ 
cession. 
A. 
I don’t know [To various questions 
she answered:] I presume I was ahead. 
George was next to me. 
He said lie want­ 
ed to hide the butter. 
George found the 
place to hide it. 
I remember he said 
“ this is a good pla ce/’ 
I don’t remember 
whether I showed it to him or not. I said 
we could put it there, and then he said 
we better put it in the closet. 
George 
knew tbe house pretty near as well as 1 
did—he had been all over the house. 
I 
suppose he knew where the closets were. 
Q. 
Well, how long were you hiding 
the butter upstairs? 
A. 
Ob, less than half an hour. 
# * * 
It was after I came down stuir that 1 
learned he had stolen the butter. 
Q. 
But you surmised he had before 
that, didu’t you Mary? 
A. 
Yes sir, I thought ne had, because 
he said lie wanted to hide it.J 
The prosecution here rested. 
EVIDENCE FOR DEFENCE. 
On the part of the defence, Shoemaker 
himself went on the stand and acknowl­ 
edged that he did take the butter, but 
insisted that he took it from the step out­ 
side Mr. Hardings house. 
If that is true 
he is only guilty of petty larceny, and 
not burglary, 
He disputed the testimony 
of the Preston’s. 
The defendant said: 
Charlie Preston took the butter up stairs; 
Mary Preston and myself followed him 
up; Mrs. Preston said, hide the butter 
somewhere, she didn’t know where to 
hide it; and finally she said take it up 
stairs and put it in the closet. 
FOUND GUILTY. 
The jury in the case came in at noon 
to-day and the verdict wasf one year in 
the penitentiary. George Shoemaker, whs 
has been out on bail and about Ihe city 
much of the time, was taken in charge by 
an officer and is now in jail where he will 
remain until taken to the J oliet prison. 


—J udge Brown 
this afternoon dis­ 
charged the jury for this week. 


—The Ancient Order of United Woik- 
man, on account of the rain, concluded 
not to hold their picnic in the grove east 
of town this afternoon so they adjourned 
to the Opera House where long tables are 
spread and a good time will be enjoyed.

A bald er gle is su sp ended from the 
ceiling above, while hanging from other 
p o rtio ns are v no u s 
articles of Indian 
utility and manufacture. 
To the rear of 
the wigwam is a cave, iu which an active 
imagination can 
picture a dangerous 
precipice*

are not only painful, b ut often venomous, 
and it is in cessary to wash them with salt 
water or diluted vinegar. T hestingof the 
>ee is harmful only when the sting re­ 
mains sticking in the wound. 
So the 
first thing to Ik* done is to press the wound 
in order to make it b leed, since the b lood 
that 11«>ws will carry along a ¡» ortion of 
the i>oison. 
Then suck the wound and 
wash it w< 11 with water and then with a 
solution of knos powder. 
This latter, 
which is much used in England, consists 
of three parts of chloride ol lire« * to eight 
of common salt. 
An ounce of this pow­ 
der is t<> Ik* dissolved in a tumb ler of 
water, 
if ihis composition is not to b e 
had, Goulard's ex tract may b e used. For 
the stin gof 
1 lie scorpion, volatile alkali 
should he used, and after the pain sub ­ 
sides, an emollient cataplasm may b e ap­ 
plied.- l.e Pharmacien Populaire.
